NEW YOBK, NOV. 16.—Messrs. 
Mes- 
senger & Co., of Maiden Lane, received 
the following letter from one of their 
captains at Poi-t-au-Prince 
yesterday, 
and in view of the serious natvire of the 
communication they forwarded it to the 
state department at Washington, with 
the request that Minister Bayard order 
another gun boat down to Hayti at 
once. 
The letter reads: 


"The northern ports are all blockaded, 
in open violation of international 
law, 
and the wildest disorder prevails in 
Port-au-Prince. 
Both parties are par- 
tial to assassination. 
General 
Tele- 
maque was basely assassinated. 
Were 
it not for this, he certainly would have 
been elected, and there is no doubt, but 
that he would have served the peoijle 
faithfully. Port-au-Piince, Petit Goave, 
Leogane, Jeremie, Aux Cayes and Mira- 
goane alone are in favor of General 
Legitime, the rest of the country 
hav- 
ing declared for General Hipholite. 


"The steamer Haytian Republic was 
seized as a pii-ate and not a blockade 
runner. 
The Haytians wanted to shoot 
all the officers and crew, but the foreign 
counsuls protested against this, and the 
lives of the Americans therefore were 
spared. 
There is only one man-of-war 
in the harbor of Port-au-Prince aud 
she is flying the French 
flag. 
There 
are seven American vessels now detained 
at this port and there is absolutely no 
defense in case the mob should take a 
notion to commit depredations." 


A Celebrated Case. 


MAKQTTETTE, Mich., 
Nov. 
16.—The 
yell known suit of J. H. Chandler vs. 
the Calumet and Hecla Mining com- 
pany came up in the United States 
court yesterday. 
It was broug t to re- 
cover possession of a large tract of land 
on which a great mine is located. 
Judge Severens took the case from the 
jury and decided against the plaintiff, 
on the ground that the Calumet and 
Hecla title was good. 
The case will go 
to supreme court. 


Tbe Brakemen^s Strike Settled. 
LAFAYETTE, 
I n d . , Nov. 
16.—The 
brakemen's strike, on the Louisville, 
New Albany and Chicago railway, was 
compromised 
to-day, 
the company 
agreeing to pay the through brakemen 
two cents per mile and the local brake- 
men two and one-tenth cents. The 
strikers demand for a third man on each 
train was dropped.
